He talks in a low, well- 
modulated voice. His English is 
flawless. He is tall, slim and 
makes a really impressive ap- 
pearance. He looks like what he 
is—a poet, philosopher, intellec- 
tual and a leader of_people from 
the intellectual side—not the 
emotional. 


It was almost impossible, there 
in the quiet, beautiful garden, 
to believe he had spent about 10 
years of his life in British jails 
as a political prisoner. 

Impressions formed that day 
have not changed.

MOSCOW, Dec. 16 (#—The So- 
viet Union has protested to the 
United States that three U. S. B57 
jet bombers deliberately violated 
Russian air space near Vladivos- 
tok five days ago, Tass said to- 
night. 

The Soviet news agency said the 
protest 
curred in clear weather with good 
visibility, thus precluding any ac- 
cidental intrusion. 

The note demanded punishment 
for those responsible. It said the 
midday intrusion of the three jets 
was ‘‘clearly a reconnaissance at- 
tempt on the part of American 
military forces.”

ALBANY, Dec. 16—Sen. Rus- 
sell warned Sunday that the South 
faces in the new Congress a grave 
threat of being overridden in its 


fight to prevent passage of civil 
rights legislation. 

Russell said he expects a de- 
termined drive by a coalition of 
Republicans and some Democrats 
to enact such legislation next 
year. 


Russell left no doubt that South- 
erners in the Senate will resort to 
the filibuster—if necessary—to 
try to block the move. 


“We will fight this obnoxious 
and repressive legislation with 
every means at our command 
and to the extremity of our 
strength and our capacity,’”’ Rus- 
sell said. 

Russell declined to predict the 
outcome of the fight. Civil rights 
advocates in the past have usu- 
ally been able to push their bills 
through the House. But they have

SEES SHOWDOWN 


He and other opponents of the 
rule change contend that the Sen- 
ate is a ‘continuing’ body and 
that its rules cannot be changed 
in the manner the liberals are 
attempting to repair them. 

But he said the real showdown 
will come on civil rights legisla- 
‘tion itself which he expects to be 
brought to the floor of the Sen- 
ate. Russell predicted proponents 
of the legislation will attempt to 
invoke the ‘‘cloture’’ rule to cut 
off two-thirds of the full Senate— 
64 votes. 


Russell said the fight probably 
will come over the civil rights 
bill backed by the Eisenhower 
administration which passed the 
House this year. 


WOULD INCREASE POWER 


The measure would create a 
federal commission to investigate 
alleged civil rights violations. It 
would also give Atty. Gen. Her- 
bert Brownell additional rules to 
prosecute allegations in federal 
court. 


Russell said he would oppose 
the administration’s proposed pro- 
gram for federal aid to educa- 
tion. He probably will be joined 
by most congressional Southern- 
‘ers in this fight also. 


He said he had once favored 
some form of federal school aid. 
But he now fears it would lead to 
federal control of the nation’s 
schools. 


“T believe the money would be 
allocated under a restriction that 
would make it impossible for a 
state to accept the money with- 
out agreeing to abandon segre- 
gated schools,’’ Russell declared. 
‘‘The states that refuse to accept 
the money would still be taxed to 
help the others that do.”’ 


EXPECTS FARM FIGHT 


Russell said he expected an- 
other battle to shape up in the 
new Congress over farm policies 
He favors boosting present sup- 
port levels either to a return to 
rigid 90 per cent support or a 
two-price plan for basic crops. 

He said he “fully realized’’ that 
President Eisenhower would prob- 
ably veto any attempt to junk 
the administration’s flexible sup- 
port program for a higher sup- 
port plan. 

‘‘But I think we should go on 
record as favoring letting the 
farmer have a fairer share of the 
nation’s prosperity,’’ Russell said.

Traffic Court Problem 
Should Be Settled Now 


City Attorney Jack Savage has an- 
nounced that additional legislation will be 
sought when the Legislature convenes in 
January which will leave no doubt about 


the authority of its traffic court to try 
state offenses. 
Existing legislation does leave such 


doubt in that a measure passed in 1955 


permitting cities to enact provisions of 
the state Uniform Traffic Code as mu- 
nicipal ordinances has a population re- 
strictiong which is believed to make it 


unconstitutional. Although it has not been 
tested, similar restrictive measures have 
been ruled out in the past. 

The traffic court exists. But its au- 
thority to try state cases without the 
proposed new legislation would require 
the setting up of -a city jury system, 
duplicating the work of other state courts. 

A committee of the Atlanta Bar Assn. 
which has worked on the traffic court 
problem for several years proposed three 
measures at the last of the Gen- 
eral Assembly which would have cleared 
the way for any town desiring it to set 
up its own court—including Atlanta. 


Session 


It proposed the constitutional amend- 
ment, which was passed. 

The proposed bill permitting cities to 
make the Uniform Traffic Code into mu- 
nicipal ordinances was amended to make 
it apply only to counties with a popula- 
tion of more than 108,000. This is the 
provision believed unconstitutional. The 
third measure applied specifically to set- 
ting up the court itself. 

The bar committee, as well as traffic 

experts throughout the country, believe 
that a regular solicitor should be 
igned to traffic courts. The Northwest- 
ern Traffic Institute is quite clear in its 
recommendation on that point. While 
juries for such a court would involve an 
endless problem, a prosecutor would be 
an asset to the court and to the public. 
Those wanting jury trials could be sent 
to Fulton Criminal Court.

Believe it or not there are still a great many people in the United 
States who seriously question the need for our various soil conserva- 
tion programs. They are, so far as we can learn, honest people who 


just plain consider it 


a lot of foolishness to ‘‘go agin nature’’ in this 


matter of conserving the natural resources inherent in our land, forests 


and watersheds. 

Now east Texas is a great deal 
like Georgia. It is mostly cotton 
land, with a fam amount of tim- 
ber, peopled by down-to-earth 
farmers, a lot of whom came 
originally from Georgia. 

The soil generally is richer than 
ours and better suited to large- 
scale operations. But there are 
still multiple conservation prob- 
lems to be f&ced. These problems 
are much the same as our own. 

Consequently we are quite in- 
terested in an advertisement in the 
newsletter of the National Assn. 
of Soil Conservation Districts pub- 
lished in League City, Texas.

The Tennessee senator had in- 
itiated this government project be- 
cause of the lagging development 
of atomic power for peacetime 
uses. Great Britain and Russia 
were forging ahead of us. 

Two years previously, in the 
1954. Atomic Energy Act, Con- 
gress granted all sorts of conces- 
sions to private enterprise to get it 
to participate, conferring upon pri- 
vate industry what Sen. Gore 
called a ‘‘monopoly.’’ In a Senate 
speech last March the Tennessean 
said that despite these concessions, 
‘not one license has been grant- 
ed, not one construction permit 
has been issued and not one’s in 
immediate prospect.’’ 

That’s why he pushed. his bill 
‘for government construction of re- 
actors which, he said, could de- 
velop the best methods of produc- 
ing atomic power and thus 
‘facilitate the effective and early 
entrance of private enterprise into 
the field.’’ 


His bill barely skinned through 
the Senate, with Republicans vot- 
ing solidly against it. The pri- 
vate electric companies got busy 
through their lobby here. So did 
the Eisenhower administration. 
The bill then died in the House, 

Now we come to the campaign. 
The administration came under 
fire from. Democrats for the slow 
progress in peacetime atomic pow- 
er development. 

The administration fought back. 
Someone supplied the President

with figures and data for a de- 
fense of the. administration which 
he made in a campaign speech 
in Portland, Ore.

~ nothing but apartments in his life. He 
~ needed some wide open places in which 
- to grow up. An eight-year-old needs a 
pony and a dog and something more 
than a walled-in playground. 

One night in Kansas City, while 
Gola and four other guys named 
Joseph were claiming the 1954 NCAA 
championship, a sporting goods 
salesman friend whispered into 
Loeffler’s ear. 

“He told me that Texas A&M was looking for a ‘name’ bas- 
ketball coach,”’ said the coach at Texas A&M. “‘It had a new gym 
that would seat 10.000. Bear Bryant had moved in from Kentucky 
and they were ready to push basketball. 

“I called Bryant trom Kansas City and we came to terms. 
That’s exactly how it took place.’ 

Now, after less than two seasons in his ‘‘sub-basement,”’ 
Loeffler can name several more reasons why he never should 
have left the cozy warmth of the Main Line hearth. . 

“There is no point in athletics,’’ he said with some bitter- 
ness, “if you must play game after game with no chance of 
winning. That is our predicament at Texas A&M. There is no 
hope for improvement. We have been emasculated.” 


—In Two Weeks Regret Set In 


In other words ”’ said a breakfast companion at the Georgian 
Terrace Hotel, ‘‘you regret that you made the move?” 

“Regret it?’’ he said. “I regretted it two weeks after 1 
got there. That’s when A&M was put on probation. Not for 
basketball, but football. I had hardly touched port, and bang!— 
probation. 

‘Already A&M had to overcome the handicap of isolation. 
Small town boys like to go to college in a big town, and the 
basketball players come frum small towns down there. 

“The recruiting was a new experience for me. I'm not ac- 
customed to spending 40 weeks on the road, living with parents 
and courting prospects, but that’s what recruiting is down there. 
It’s a year-round proposition, and you've got to have the alumni 
working for you. 

‘“‘There’s no basketball tradition at A&M. The school has been 
in the sub-basement of the conference for 35 years. They're not 
used to winning in basketball. We've already had a morally suc- 
cessful season. We've won three, half as many as we won all last 
season. When you've won 149 and lost 29, then you win six and 
lose 18, it’s emasculating.”’ 

‘Er, uh, the Jackie Moreland case... .’’ the companion began. 

“The Moreland case,” Loeffler said, hesitant none at all 
about an item of issue at A&M, “‘came off while I was 1,000 
miles away, in a boys’ camp in Wyoming. The boy visited our 
campus in the spring, but the first thing he said when he got 
off the plane was, ‘What’s the offer?’ 

“I knew right then I had a ‘hot’ boy. He was too big for us. 
Bear Bryant had told me that we had to follow scholarship chan- 
nels. We had to get off probation. I knew that kid was too big 


for us.”’ 


—In Basketball, It Is Finesse 


Loeffler is part of a new sports migration from East to the 
hinterlands, the course football power has followed. Established 
basketball coaches have been evacuating the metropolitan areas 
for the gardens of Chapel Hill, N.C., Clemson, S.C., College Station, 
Tex., and others 

Here is Loeffler, eight years at Yale, three years with the St. 
Louis pro Bombers and six years at LaSalle, a product of the 
metropolitan basketball factory, heading out for Texas. 

“College athletics is moving away from the metropolitan 
areas,” he said. ‘It’s a battle between pros and colleges now 
that the East has gone pure. Columbia lost its football fans to 
the New York Giants. Penn lost its fans to the Eagles. It’s hap- 
pening in basketbalk The spectator wants to see the specialist, 
and a great basketball player is a specialist. 

| “That’s why there’s much heavy recruiting of the big basket- 
ball player who also has finesse. He’s a specialist. He proves in 
high school what he can do in college. In football, brute strength 
can be an equalizer, but in basketball, where bodily contact is a 
foul, it is finesse. When there-is a big man with finesse, like this 
Moreland kid, there is great demand for him. 

‘‘He would never have been a Gola, though. This Moreland is 
nothing like Gola. Tom could hit from the outside, or he could 
drive. He was just the greatest. You see what’s happening to the 
Philadelphia Warriors this year now that he’s-in the Army.” 

In the “sub-basement” Gola is now but a dream. There is 
an A&M player reminiscent of the LaSalle spectacular. His 
name is George Mehaffy, but otherwise reality is harsh. There

These liquid plastics, known 
as anti-dessicants, are being 
used outdoors on transplanted 
materials and to protect ever- 
green trees and shrubs from 
their winter damage. They 
will help yule trees retain 
their freshness indoors as well. 

Christmas trees should be 
watered daily like fresh cut 
flowers. But holly decorations 
are another story. These Christ- 
mas greens have a _ natural 
waxy skin that prevents ex- 
cessive loss of moisture.
